AMERICAN WHEAT CROP. 

The Injury it has Received Undoubtedly Con- 
siderable, hut Its Kxtent not Gener- 
ally Determinable. 

Washington, April 12 — Tho condition of 
winter wheat on tho first day of April, ai 
reported by tho statistician of tho Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, averages 86 7 per oent. 
for tho cntiro oountry. Last year tho aver- 
age was 77.4, in 1892 it was 81 2, ond 96 for 
the year 1891. Tho corresponding avoragea 
of wheat for the principal States aro as fol- 
low* : Kentucky, S3 ; Ohio, 90 ; Miohigan, 
83 ; Indiana, 90 ; Illinois, 87 ; Missouri, 
88 ; Kansas, 72 ; Nebraska, 85 ; Califor- 
nia, 87. 

Tho weather from sooding tinio until the 
recent cold waves swept over tho country, 
except in tho caaos horeafter noted, has been 
favorable to tho growth of the plant. In 
tho Kastorn, Northern and Northweatorn 
states tho snow covering has afforded 
protection in addition to that of a mild 
temperature. 

The returns in regard to tho effects on 
wheat resulting from tho recent cold snaps 
aro not so eutiofuctory or conclusive as is 
doBirablo. Tho injury to tho crop is un- 
doubtedly conBidorablo, if not great, but 
tho comments of correspondents accom- 
panying tho reports would seem to indi- 
cate that tho full extent of tho damage wna 
not generally determinable at the date of 
transmission. In tho Eastern and North- 
ern states the damage wbb comparatively 
slight. In the South Atlantic and Southorn 
Btates tho injury was marked and decided, 
with perhaps the excoption of Texas, while 
in the states of Ohio, Indiana, Michigan and 
Kontucky tho injury from frost is consider- 
able, but tho extent is somewhat contingent 
upon future meteorological conditions. The 
returns indicate that freezing to the 
ground was quite prevalent in rich 
moist lands, but with the. rootB left 
untouched or at least alive, with good pros- 
pects of recuperating on tho recurrence of 
favorable weather. In tho states of Kansas, 
Nebraska and California tho impaired con- 
dition of the crop? has resulted not bo much 
from tho frost as from the cold, dry weather. 
High winds aro also noted by Kanaaa corres- 
pondents as one of tho causes of unfavorable 
conditions. Rain ia much needed in these 
as well hb in other important wheat- 
producing stntos. Tho condition of farm 
animalB, together with estimated losses, will 
be as uBtial in tho forthcoming April bul- 
letin.

INTERSTATE BANKS. 

Some of the Provisions of a Bill Introduced 
hi the U. S. Honse of Repre- 
sentatives. 

Washington, April 12 — Representative 
Perry, of Connecticut, introduced in tho 
Houao to-day a bill to oatablioh a Bureau of 
Interstate Banks. The bill authorizes a 
bank to deposit with tho Treasurer of tho 
Unitod States, us Bocurity for circulation, 
" any interest boaring bonda issued under 
duo authority of law by tho Unitod States, 
or any State of tho United States, or 
by any county or municipal corpora- 
tion located within any suoh State" 
A bank having an authorized capital atook 
not exceeding $150,000 Bhall doposlt bondB 
of tho par valuo of not less than one-fourth 
of tho capital Btock, and largor banks shall 
dapoidt not loss than $50,000. Tho Unitod 
States does not guarantee the circulating 
notes, as under tho National Banking act, 
but holds tholr bonds as collatorai 
Bocurity ;aud is authorized to noli 
thorn if the bank goes into liqui- 
dation at what they will bring. 
Tho notos, moroovor, will constitute a first 
and paromounb lien upon all tho assots of 
tho bank. The provisions for rodemption 
require tho rodemption to bo in legal tender 
United States coin upon tho presentation of 
tho notes, and also requiro a reserve of 25 
per cent, of lawful money of the United 
States. No distinction is made between 
gold and silver legal tondor ooin; but thoro 
is a separate eootion of tho bill authorizing 
the establishment of gold banks which do- 
poslt bonds payable in gold, and mako their 
notee redeemable exclusively in <>oId. 



SEALER SEIZED 

Tho " Emma " Driven Upon tho Siberian Const 
tind Captured by a Russian 
CrulBcr. 

SEATTLE, April 12 —Tho City of Topeka, 
from Alaaka, brought general news of an 
interesting nature. \Y. Farrel, ono of tho 
crow of thosohooner Emma, which dopartod 
from Juneau last summer on a sealing cruise 
to tho north and west of the Japan islands, 
SB written a long letter to James Cliiono. 
lim, at Troodwell, dated Vludivoatock, Si- 
beria, September 2, 1803 In it ho oaya that 
their largest catch of seals was 63, mado 
off tho Copper and Bohring islands. It was 
getting lato in tho season, so thoy headed 
tho Bchooner fer Yokohama, Japan, A 
heavy storm coming on, their rudder was 
disabled and they headed tho achoonor for 
Saghalen island to repair it. Upon starting 
out again a Ruseiau man-of-war horo down 
on them and took them in oharge. Thoy 
wore towed to Karsocks, a prison fortress, 
where 15,000 prisoners aro incarooratod. 

Tho commander of tho warship claimed 
that they wore trying to raid the Beals of 
Robbin island. This naaert.ion was false, as 
tho currents and the storm had driven them 
on tho Siberian coast. Word of tho capture 
was sent on to St. Petersburg. Farrol 
writes that tho men, whilo imprisoned, were 
fed on blue hard-took, made of cracked ryo, 
and tea for breakfast. Tho noon 
meal consisted of soup, hard- tuck, 
boiled poas and tallow. At last accounts 
tho men, according to Parrel's letter, had 
employed counsel and expected to mako a 
fight for thoir liborty. They wcro given 
ono trial, but Farrel sayB it was boforo a 
rogular kangaroo court. 

Tho Juneau City Nows, in speaking of 
tho matter, Bays : " Tho Secretary of 
State's attontion should bo called to tho 
Seizure in tho ovent that tho crew Is do- 
tiinod and tho vessel confiscated. They 
woro not cnoroaohing on forbidden terri- 
tory, and were making for Yokohama 
when tho storm and swift currents Bwept 
them upon the Siborian coast." 



Central Pnclllc Kntlwny. 

San Fiianoisco, April 12.-— Tho directors 
of tho Central Pacific R.R. Co., who were 
olectod ab tho stockholders' meoting on 
Tuesday, mot thia morning and organlzod 
by olocting ofiioors for tho coming year, tho 
following being choson : President, Isano L.

SOUTH CAROLINA RIOTS. 

Result or the Coroner's Inquest on tho Victims 
of tho Tragedy. 

Columbia, S.C., April 12.— Tho roport of 
Brigadier Richbourg, who commanded the 
troops at Darlington and Florence during 
tho late dispensary troubles, was made pub 
lio yesterday. The roport inoludes the re 
port of tho military court of inquiry held in 
oonneotion with the coroner's inquest on tho 
death of Norment, Redmond and Pepper. 
This court waB oomposed of five ofiioors. 
After summarizing the testimony, the report 
declares that " it firmly bolieves that, had 
McLsndon not interfered, tho ohief of police 
would have had no trouble in preserving 
ordor and avoiding tho tragedy." Tho court 
further concluded that Normont oamo to his 
death at-the hands of McLendon, and that 
tho killing was " felonious murder"; that 
Constablo Peppor was killed by Lewis Red- 
mond, and that Redmond was killed by 
Constable O C.Cain. The roport says that 
Redmond was running when Cain shot him 
in tho back.

ILLEGAL SEIZURES. 

Compensation Provided For in the 
Sealing Bill Now Before the 
British Parliament. 



Indemnity Should Be Considered Be- 
fore Penalties Are Stipulated 
For. 



A Number of Persons Killed— Several 
Missing aud Injured 
Firemen. 

Buffalo, N.Y., April 12.— Tho Ameri- 
can Orapo Sugar works were dostroyed by 
fire thia evening. The firo has spread to the 
Holmes lumber yards, tho largest in the 
city, and the public fish market. Tho total 
loss will amount to upwards of a million 
dollars. The firo ia not under control at 
9:30 p.m. Tho ambulance service from all 
the city hospitals has boon Eummoned. It is 
reported that a large number of employes of 
the sugar works were unable to oscapo and 
aro in the ruins. It is known that several 
firemen are seriously injured and have been 
Uken to the hospitals. 

When tho fltmos were seen breaking out 
a general alarm was Bounded which was 
promptly responded to, but when the fire- 
mon reached tho scene the entire structure 
was a mass of flames. Sixty men were cm- 
ployed at night on the top floors of the 
works. All but twelve have been accounted 
for. It is feared the others are in the ruins. 
A number of employee wore seriously in- 
jured by jumping from tho windows on the 
eighth floor. Lieut. Schrnedor, of Firo 
Company No. 1, was badly hurt by the fall- 
ing walls, aud Joseph Wober, pipoman of 
No. 1, was badly burned and his leg broken. 
At 10:30 o'clock tho firo had spread to the 
publio fiBh market, and it was not until 
midnight that tho flames were under 
control. 

Tha loss to tho adjoining property, in- 
cluding tho fiBh market and Klinck'B whole- 
sale moat market, will amount to §20,000, 
making tho total loas about SI, 200,000, on 
which thoro ia an insurance of about $500,- 
000. Tho main building of tho Grapo Sugar 
works, eight storeys ia height, had, with its 
depcndercieB, a frontago of 225 feet and a 
depth of ISO feet, while the feed drying 
establishment, warehouses and machinery 
and other subordinate structures, occupied 
tho south sido of Scott street, directly op- 
poaito tho main property. These with their 
respective railroad tracks and freighting 
facilities, atretchod nearly to Perry street, 
300 fcot to tho southward. The omua' 
product of tho works, including grapo Bugar, 
glucose, syrupa and other products, reached 
150,000,000 pounds. Employment waB 
furniBhcd to 700 men, who received annually 
in salaries $200,000, 



AN OLD SWINDLING GAME. 

The '• Poor Mini to He Burled " Fake, Worked 
In Centralis, 

Ckntbalia, Wash., April 11.— Quito a 
clover swindle was perpotrated on the ladies 
ot tho North End a day or two ago by a 
stranger, who represented to them that a 
man had died Tory poor and ho wan collect- 
ing funds with which to givo him a decent 
burial. They subscribed liberally and the 
man waa no doubt congratulating himself on 
how hia schomo of extorting monoy was 
working, when a citizen horo, who had seen 
tho sumo scheme worked before, immedi- 
ately had a warrant iBsuod for his arreBt 
and ho was soon behind tho bars of our city 
j*U. When searohed by tho officers he had 
532 in his possession— presumably all tho 
roault of his clover scheme. 



MUST ATTEND. 

Leave of Absence to Mcuibors of tho U. S. 
Bouse Withdrawn— Their Presence 
Required. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.— A resolution in- 
troduced by the Houio committee on rules at 
tho beginning of tho session to-day to fino 
members $10 for failing to vote on the oall 
of yeas and nayB, or for absence without 
leave, precipitatod a session of filibustering 
which continued until 6:30 p.m. when ad- 
journment was taken until 12 o'clock to- 
morrow. Beforo adjourning a resolution waB 
adopted rovoking loavos of absonco and di- 
recting the sergoant-at-arma to telegraph 
abaont mombers that thoir prosonco ia re- 
quired.

ASSASSIN PRENDERGAST. 

It Is Supposed Tlmt Funds For ills Defence 
Camo From Enemies of Ills 
Victim. 

Chicago, April 12. — One of the mj stories 
surrounding tho Prendergast case that are 
yet to bo unravelled relates to the source of 
tho funds employod for the defence of Carter 
Harriaon's assassin. That there is money 
behind the defence, and plonty of it, is be- 
yond question. Of the counsel now engagad 
in placing every obstacle in tho march of 
the brutal murderer to the gallows, two 
havo hitherto confined their practice to 
chancery an! civil proceedings, and their 
names havo always been identified with big 
fees and fat emoluments. Nobody behoves 
they aro in thia celebrated criminal cise 
Bimply for the love of the thing. Another 
well known pleader, who wsb interjected 
into tho case to make a haranguo at tho now 
colebratod midnight session, at which a stay 
of execution was granted, ia said to have 
received ?500 cash in hand for his half hour 
effort. 

Tho expenses incurred from the opening 
of tho trial, through the Supreme court, 
thence to the Govornor, thence to tho 
United States court, and back again to tho 
county tribunal, havo, in the way of wit- 
neaaoa, Btcnographio charges, costs of pre- 
paring records, otc, been enormous. Yet 
it is stated that every outstanding account 
has been paid to date. It has boon suggest- 
ed by members of the Harrison family that 
the funds wore being supplied by some old 
enemies of tho dead mayor, who aro thus 
carrying their vindictiveness even to tho 
grave. Thia suggestion, however, has so 
tar not been found capable of proof, |but it 
ia believed that sooner or later the dofenco 
will be compelled to diaolose tho names of 
thoso behind them who aro willing to sup- 
ply funds with a liberal hand that Prender- 
gast may escape the gallowa. 

THE CHILDLIKE CHINAMAN. 

How he Is Said to Work His Way Down 
the Lines. 

San Francisco, April 12. — Two Chineao 
who were oaptured while attempting to 
cross from Canada into Now York and who 
woro brought hero by deputy U. S. Marshal 
Warren Dow for deportation, wero sent 
homo on tho steamer China yesterday.

They pay from $100 to $150 to be taken 
across tho lino. Oaco in the United StateB 
they purchaBo railroad tickets and come outj 
weat. The deputy marshal had a long talk 
with Collector Wieo in relation to tho 
Chinese influx into the United States by 
way of Canada, and it is probable that an 
effort will bo mado to locate the whito 
agents who are promoting smuggling opera- 
tions at Vancouvor. 



WILL FORCE A DISSOLUTION. 

Tho Irlih Independent Parliamentary Parly 
of New York Wants a Dissolution 
Forced on Great Britain. 

Nkw York, April 12.— The Irish Inde- 
pendent parliamentary party met last night 
and adopted the following resolutions : 
" Wheroas Lord Rosebory has, by recent 
utterances, made plain that Homo Rule is no 
longer tho first plank in the Liberal plat- 
form inasmuoh aa ho had made it a principle 
that England, tho predominant party, should 
first return a majority of members in favor 
of Homo Rule for Ireland beforo he could 
soo it possible to accedo to tho demands of 
Ireland ; bo it 

" Resolved, that wo aro in entire accord 
with tho roaoiution passed at tho great con- 
vention held in Dublin, April 3, 1891, call- 
ing on the Irish Independent representatives 
to force a dissolution of Parliament, believ- 
ing as wo do that such a courso of action 
would bo for tho best interests of Ireland."

MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE. 

A Well Known Citizen or Squaw Valley Sold 
Part of His Property and Vanished. 

Fbksno, Cal., April 12.— William Wooten, 
a well known and wealthy oitizen of Squaw 
valley, in this county, has disappeared 
under circumstances that are so peculiar as 
to arouse tho suspicion of foul play, and at 
the same time suspicion is thrown upon a 
man whoso ohaiaotor and reputation stand 
as fair as any man's in tho country. Wooten 
owned about 3,000 uaroB of land in the foot- 
hills and valleys, and after selling part of 
this land laBt February to Professor Sanders 
and others, he disappeared and has not been 
heard from since. Investigation bIiowb that 
Wooten'a land ia now in the namo of San- 
ders, who olaims that ho was furnished the 
monoy with which to buy it by an old friend 
named John KanouBO. The rooords show 
that moat of the property waa deodod by 
Wooten to Kanouse and by Kanouso to Pro- 
fessor Sanders. No one hero has ovor seen 
Kanouao, nor has ho ever been heard of ex- 
cept through Sanders. Since Wooton'a dis- 
appearance three letters hava boen received 
from him— one from Mojave and two from 
Los Angelea— but thoy are pronounoed 
forgoriea. 

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 



Disappearance of Threo Members of 
tho Crew of Captain Bangs' 
Schooner. 



Steamer Traffic Brisk at Kaslo— Re- 
moving the Old Quarantine 
Buildings. 



News reached Soattlo the other day of 
tho mystoriouB disappearance of Borne of the 
crow of Captain Bangs' new schooner, the 
Idaotta, which left tho Sound on a sealing 
cruiso last month. Tho news came from the 
North in u letter dated at Jackson, a small 
trading post, by one of tho crow and ro 
ceived by a friend of the writer living in 
Soattle. Whilo off one of tho numorous 
islands that line tho northern coast at a dis- 
tance of from 50 to 100 miles from the main- 
land, a portion of the crow wero sont ashore 
to get fresh water. It waB early in 
the morning of a beautiful day that 
they landed, and their comrades expooted 
them back within a few hours. Noon pasBed, 
but not a sign of them could bo seen. At 
last Captain Whitney, tho vessel's master, 
became anxious and ordered another boat 
away to find them if possible. In tho even- 
ing tho second boat returned, reporting find- 
ing the first boat high and dry on tho island 
shore, but not a manj of the lost crew was 
visible. The interior of the island was a wild 
mass of trees and underbrush, and looked 
fit only for the habitation of wild animals 
or Btill wilder men. The rescuing party 
penetrated the woods a short distance, but 
as night wao fast approaching thoy con 
eluded to return to the schooner. All night 
long lights wero kopt burning aboard the 
little craft in case any one ashoro should 
wish to roach her. Next day tho lotter was 
mailed, but nothing had yet been heard of 
tho misBing men. They went ashoro at 
their own request, which might make it 
seem as though thoy intended to dosert, 
but this is hardly probable. 

NAVIGATION ARRANGEMENTS AT KASLO. 

The steamer City of Idaho is now ready 
for launching at Kaslo and oxpeotod to make 
hor first run to bring in the people from 
Bonner's Ferry for tho Queen's Birthday 
celebration. Tho stoam tug City of Kaslo 
has also boen repaired and will bo afloat 
again by the lot June. At present Kaalo ia 
being served by tho steamers Spokano, City 
of NelBon and City of Ainaworth — which 
are altogether inadequate to traffia require- 
ments.

irjg— An Interesting Programme 
of Business Transacted. 



The 'Women of Canada Heartily Eip 
dorse the Spirit of the 
National Council. 



Ottawa, April 13 —The first annual con- 
ference of the National Council of the 
-vomon of Canada convened in Convocation 
iiallheroyesterduy, Li<IyAherdeenpresl(]ing. 
About 70 delegates wsro present from all 
the principal cities of the Dominion. Lady 
Aberdeen in her opening address said she 
felt highly honored to bo culled upon to 
occupy the chair of tho first president of the 
first convention of the National Council of 
women of Canada. Tho gathering, she said, 
was representative of every church and 
sootion of tho community. " Ooo of 
the (great glorioa of Canada," 
continued, " was that theio wero few 
drones in the country, while the fathers and 
Bons woto battling with tho world, the 
women were involved in the duty of build- 
ing up homes where the lovo of tho higher 
and beautiful prevail. It was hoped that 
the council would forge a grand band of 
union aa home-makers and home-builders 
It was for the application of tho scriptural 
golden rule that the convention waB called 
and this would be the constant aim of tho 
council." 

Lady Ritchie, president of tho Ottawa 
local council, extendod words of welcomo to 
the visiting delegates. At night L»dy 
Aberdeen teadored a roooption at the Gov- 
ernment Houao to delegates and members of 
the local council and national societies. 

The following programme for tho proceed- 
ings of the conference, consisting of papers 
and discussions demonstrates tho wide 
Bcopo of its deliberations und tho hearty 
manner in which tho women of Canada have 
entered into tho spirit of tho movement:

NEWFOUNDLAND AGITATED. 

Ttoalenatlou of tho Ministry Whoso Expendi- 
ture had lieen Declared to be Illegal 
-Their Manifesto. 

St. Johns, Nfld., April 12 — The minis- 
try resigned yesterday. In the assemb'y, 
Colonial Secretary Bond mido a statement 
on behalf of tho Government. Ho suid that 
in view of the positions laid down by Mr. 
Justice Winter in tho Bay de Verdo doci- 
siou, which had just been read to tho House 
by the Speaker, decluring that thu'expendi- 
tures paated by (he Homo and nsaented 
to by the Queen and applied uuder 
the authority of tho Governor in 
Cuurcu wero illegal, and unseating 
members for participating In those al- 
leged illegal expenditure, tho Government 
felt bound to advieo tho Gjrernor to allow 
an appeal to the electorate to docido this 
veiy important crisis. 1'ho Governor, he 
said, hud declined to cooBent to tho proposal 
to dissolve the House and have a now elec- 
tion hold, bo that tho ministers resign their 
offices. The Colonial Secretary concludod 
by moving the consideration by tho Houao 
of a sot of resolutions declaring that the 
principles as laid down In JuBtice Winter's 
decision wero a menace to tho spirit of tho 
constitution and were fraught with tho 
greatest dangers to the liberties of tho peo- 
plo, and further declaring that tho Opposi- 
tion party wero so Bmall numerically 
and not possessing the cunfidenco of the 
peoplo, that tho oollection of tax- 
es should not bo placed in 
their bands. Those resolutions also re- 
voked tho tariff measuro which was already 
beforo tho Houso for consideration. Tho 
purpose of this action is to prevent tho 
Opposition if they tako up tho roins of gov- 
ernment not only from making any progress 
in financial legislation, but to force them to 
introduce tho wholo business of tho session 
over ugaiu. Tho members of the Govern- 
ment party think this will possibly prevent 
the Opposition from carrying through any 
money bills before tho revenue year oxpires. 
They hope thus to forco tho Govornor, owing 
to tho unpleasant proBpect before him, to 
dicaolvo Parliament after a now ministry 
has been selected.

AUSTRIAN ELECTORAL REFORM. 

It Is Defended In the Uelchsrath by tho Pre- 
mier— Dr. Oregro's Apologies. 

Vienna, April 12.— Prince Windiechg- 
raotz, tho premier, spoko to-day in tho lower 
house of tho Reichstag in defence of tho 
Electoral Reform bill. It was very difficult, 
he said, to extend tho franchise to eovcral 
classes nitherto exoluded from it and at the 
a-»me tlmo preserve to tho state 
the needed influence of the con- 
servative political elements. He hoped 
and believed that this difficulty had 
been overcome by the new ministerial 
plan. Tho Government would adhere in 
the matter of electoral reform to tho method 
whioh the coalition had already approved. 
Prince Windischgraetz repudiated tho 
charge t hat tho minister had ignorod tho 
Bohemian question. Ho hoped that thll 
question would be settled in a manner satis- 
factory to all parties. 

Dr. Gregros, leader of tho Young Czechs, 
begged leave to withdraw tho intemperate 
langnago used by him in his recent de- 
nunciaticn of tho Polish party. The Polish 
members who had demanded Patiefaotion 
from him, accepted Mr. Gn groh' apologies 
and withdrew their challenges.

Whereas the hnporcblo the member for 
Nanaimo has stated In his plaoo in this 
house that ho was crodibly informed that 
prominent members of the late and present 
government were in a ring to acquiro pos- 
session of Texada Island, in a manner preju- 
dicial to tho interests of tho publio, be it 
thoroforo resolved : 

That a respectful address bo presented 
to His Honor tho Lieutenant-Governor, 
praying that ho will causo a royal commis- 
sion to be appointed, with full power to 
take evidence under oath and send for per- 
sona and papers, for tho purposo of inquir- 
ing into tho wholo mattor and reporting 
thereon to His Honor tho Lieutenant- 
Governor for publication. 

So tho Times will observe that tho "whole 
matter" into which Mr. Boavon insisted on 
having an icquiry was tho spociflo and 
oxaot statement of Mr. Robaon, that mem- 
bora of the Government were in a ring 
to acquire Toxada Island — a very 
different inquiry from tho broad ono 
asked for by Mr. Robson : " whother 
proceedings of a questionable charaoter," 
and " transactions in rospoot of Texada island 
of a naturo prejudicial to the public inter- 
est," hud occurred. So it will.be seen Hon. 
Mr. Davie was perfectly right when ho Baid 
that Mr. Beaven solocted the charges upon 
which his Government woro to bo tried, and 
limited instead of amplified them.

WHO SHIRKED INQUIRY/ 

We oommond to the publio a porueal of 
the spoeoh of tho Hon. tho Premier pub- 
lished in Wednesday's Colonist, as demon- 
strating the transparent attempt of the Op- 
position to sidetrack the inquiry into in- 
sinuations of official corruption, made by 
their leading members, in conneotion with 
the Nakusp k Slocun railway. What had 
such an issue as to whether the Governmont 
had exceeded ita powers — whioh excess, if it 
existed, had been ratifiod by the House — 
10 do with an accusation of gross fraud and 
political corruption ? The two subjects are 
not to be mentioned in tho same broath, 
and yet Mr. Beaven and his followers would 
fain dotract from the serious and 
all important question by interposing 
an issue of tho merest politics, 
an ifaao which, if decided in bis favor, 
would involve tho Government in no dis- 
honor, and an iaeuo which had boon already 
aot at rest by tho Legislature. 

And similarly as to tho Three ForkB 
matter, they propose to confu.Be and side 
track tho main Isbuo of official corruption in 
relation to the Nakusp railway by moving 
" to investigate, ascortain, and report what 
persona have been, or are, eithor directly 
or indirectly, interested In the land known 
as the townsito of Three Forks, or who may 
havo a promise of any interest from the 
person or persona to whom tho grant is to 
be iaBued, or from any person or persons to 
whom they may have promiaod or agreed to 
transfer their right, or any part or intorest 
thereof or therein." A motion directed at 
no ono and utterly without point— mere 
beating about tho bush, with the trans- 
parent object of ahuflling out of tho charges 
of corruption which havo boon brought and 
which tho Opposition evidently know they 
oinnot sustain. 



THE TEXADA GASE. 

Our evening contemporary, tho Times, 
refers to the case of the Texada royal com- 
miaaion in 187-1, and accuses Hon. Mr. 
Davio of having misroad the proceedings 
upon tho appointmont of that commission 
so as to show that Mr. Beaven, who was 
tho seconder of tho resolution, selected tho 
chargo upon which tho Govern 
ment was to bo triod ; whoroas 
tho TimeB contends thab so far from 
limiting tho scopo of tho Commission moved 
for by Mr, Robson, tho Government moved 
to inquire into tho " wholo mattor." Let 
us aeo, What was this "wholo matter"? 
Here ia Mr. Robaon'a motion, showing what 
was the " whole mattor " ho proposed to 
havo tho inquiry dirootod to : 

On the 20th February, 187-1, Mr. Robson 
movod, seconded by Mr. Sniitho, 

Whereas certain statements hive ap- 
peared in tho publio newspapers connecting 
the namea of membors of tho late Govern- 
ment, and of tho present Government, with 
proceedings of a questionable oharaoter in 
relation to Texada island, in tho Straits of 
Georgia; and whoreaa tranaactiona are al- 
leged to havo taken place in reapeob to said 
island of c naturo prejudicial to the public 
interest; bo ib theroforo resolvod: Thab a 
rospootful address bo presented to Hia Honor 
the Lieutonant-Govornor, praying that ho 
will cause a royal commisaion to bo ap- 
pointed, with full power to toko evidence 
under oath, and Bond forporsonsand papera, 
for tho purposo of inquiring into the whole 



AN IMPUDENT FALSEHOOD. 

When the Newa-Advortisor finds fault 
with the Government for introducing o con- 
stitutional and a workable Coal Mines Regu- 
lation Amendment Aot in place of ono that 
is unconstitutional and unworkable, it is 
under no obligation to state what is palpably 
false. It asserts that the Coal Mines Regu- 
lation Amendmont Act, 1890, prohibited 
" tho employment of womon and ohildren in 
coal mines as woll aa Chinese, while tho bill 
now introduced by the Attorney-Genorol 
did not contain that important and salutary 
provision." 

Those who are not used to the ways and 
the tricks of tho NowB-Advortiaor will bo 
surprised to learn that the Coal Mines 
Regulation Amendment Act, 1890, doos not 
contain ono singlo word about women and 
children, and consequently, if that Aot wtre 
repealed, as it ought to havo boen— for it is 
nothing moro than a dead lettor — tho "im- 
portant and salutary provision" prohibiting 
tho employment of womon and children in 
ooal mines would not havo beon interfered 
with in tho slightest degreo. That provision 
is in the Coal Mines Regulation Act of 1S77, 
which was not in any way affected by tho 
Attorney-General's bill of this year as it was 
introduced. The News-Advertiser in this 
matter deliberately attempts to deceive tho 
public in order to make a point against the 
Government and to stoal a little credit for 
the Opposition. 

NOT INCLINED TO DEO. 

The Toronto Mail seems to bo afraid that 
British Columbia will join the Eastern 
Moritime Provinces in an application to 
Ottawa for better terms. Thore ia not, at 
this moment, tho slightest prospect of ita 
doing thia. British Columbiana believe 
that those Provincoa havo been getting all, 
and moro than all, thoy aro entitled to. If 
this Province received as much from the 
Dominion Treasury in proportion to what it 
puts into it as the other Maritime Prov- 
inces do, ita inhabitants would bo moro than 
satisfied. Thoy contribute to the Federal 
Treasury upwards of eight hundred thou- 
sand dollars a year moro than their fair 
share; and in this calculation Ontario and 
Quebec, as woll as thoEastorn MaritimoProv- 
inces, aro inoluded. If only Nova Scotia, 
Now Brunswick and Princo Edward Island 
were taken into tho calculation the dispro- 
portion would bo atill groater. In the shape 
of Customs and Exoiso dutieB Nova Scotia 
contributes to tho general revenue §3, 36 per 
capita, New Brunswick $4 -5, and Princo 
Edward Island §1.80, making an average of 
$3. IS a head of tho population, whilo British 
Columbia's per capita contribution ie §15.00. 
Of course it will bo said that allowances 
must bo made, that tho duties on much of 
tho gooda consumed in tho Eastern Maritimo 
Provinces are paid in Montroal and Toronto, 
This ia the case to a certain oxtont with 
what ia consumod in British Columbia. But 
no mattor what allowances aro made, it will 
havo to bo admittod that British Columbians 
are requirod to pay into tho Dominion 
Treasury very muoh moro than 
their fair share. Tho contribution of 
Quoboc, in whoeo porta it is aaid a large 
proportion of tho duties on tho goods con- 
sumod in tho othor Provincoo la paid, is 
barely half that of British Columbia. 
British Columbia, aB wo have shown, paya 
$15 a head, whilo Queboo, in which is situ- 
atod tho groat distributing port of 
Montreal, pays only S7.00 a head. Tho 
avorage per capita contribution of tho wholo 
Dominion is §6 07, and on that basis tho 
figures show that British Columbia pays 
$809,402 ovory yoar in excess of ita propor- 
tionate aharo. This is a ground for consid- 
eration which Ontario and tho othor Pro- 
vinces ought not to ignore. If British 
Columbia had that §8G9,-102 a year to spond 
on looul improvements, noithor tho Mail nor 
any other Eistorn newspaper would havo 
tho slightoat protext for criticizing ita finan- 
cial condition adversely, or of expressing a 
fear that ib would "cry for moro."

THE INSOLVENT ACT. 

The Insolvent Aot whioh is now before the 
Senate of the Dominion ia aaid to be a well- 
considered measure. It is framed after the 
Britiah Bankruptcy law, but is modified to 
suit the circumstances of tho Dominion. 
Great care, we understand, has beon taken 
to avoid the faults which made the old In- 
solvency law unpopular and to a groab ex- 
tent unworkable. Tho bill has been intro- 
duced into Parliament in compliance with 
domonds from every Provinoe of the 
Dominion. It is in chargo of the Hon. Mr, 
Bowell. The Montreal Gazette of tho 5:h 
inst. containa tho following analysis of the 
measure : 

In tho proposed law, two olasBes of per- 
sona aro designated as coming within its 
provisions, traders and agriculturists. In 
tho case of traders the conditions are sot 
forth specifically under which application 
may be mude to the court for tho appoint- 
ment of a receiver to tako ohargo of tho 
estato for the benefit of the creditors. 
Thego receivers, who aro to bo named for 
their several districta by tho Governor-in- 
Counoil, are to tako chargo of tho eBtato of 
an insolvent only pending tho first meeting 
of creditors, and tho appointment of liqui- 
dators and inspectors. In thia conneotion 
it may bo observed that a vast improvement 
has been mado upon tho old law, undor 
which tho interim assignee usually obtained 
and retained control of tho ostato until its 
final settlement, btc map tho official recoivorB 
will havo no intorest whatever in tho prop- 
erty, wbiob thoy mcroly hold in IruBt for 
the creditors until such time as the latter 
can got together and select a liquidator of 
their own choice. Then tho remuneration 
of tho recoivir and of tho liquidator is to he 
fixed by tho oreditors, and in certain con- 
tingencies by the court, and these trusteos 
aro required to furnish security of from §2,- 
000 to $20,000, according to tho valuo of the 
property which paBsea into their caro. Tho 
bill containa full and explicit provisions 
touching tho duties of receivers and liqui- 
dators, all framed with tho object of expedit- 
ing the winding up of tho affairs of an in- 
solvent, und of preserving the rights of 
creditors. Thore are, also, ample safeguards 
provided against fraud, intent to defraud, 
preferences, and concealments on tho part 
of debtors. Tho discharge clauso ia sur- 
rounded with many provisions tending to 
deny discharge to insolvent traders whose 
operations hava not been honestly conducted, 
or who may havo succeeded in obtaining a 
oompoaition and consent to dischargo 
from any creditor by a preferential 
payment or promise of payment, Tho 
terms of disohargo aro tho consent of 
creditors representing ono-half in num- 
ber, and threo-fourthB in valuo of the ostate, 
but before the court confirms tho discharge, 
and so gives it validity, full proof ia re- 
quired to bo mado that the insolvent has 
complied with all tho provisions of tho law. 
There is also a clauso rotroaotive in opera- 
tion, under which debtort| who have become 
insolvent since tho repeal of the act of 1875 
may obtain their discharge from tho court 
upon complyirg with tho provisions of the 
new law in relation thereto. Another pro- 
vision, borrowed from the English insolvent 
law, gives the court optional powers with 
respeot to the diaohargo of a debtor, even 
though a mnjority in number and three 
fourths in \ a'ue of hia creditors accept tho 
composition, namely, to suspend for five 
years the coming into force of tho duchargo 
when the circumstances warrant such a pro- 
ceeding. 

An addition to the old act of great im 
portanco, and also in accordanco with Bri- 
tish proctioo, is the provision for tbo assign 
ment of agriculturists. In tho case of farm- 
era and gruziers, however, r.ho assignment 
must be a voluntary act, cri ditors not being 
allowed to force a debtor of this class into 
bankruptcy, this diBtinotion being mado up. 
on tho ground that otherwise undue and un- 
luir proceedinga might be instituted by a 
creditor ngiinst a debtor firmer to the seii. 
ous loss, perhaps abaoluto ruin of the latter, 
although a succeeding large crop might en- 
able tho debtor to discharge his liabilities in 
full. In a word, tho farmeis cunjiako ad- 
vantage of the act if they so desire, but they 
cannot be forced into insolvency and their 
estato placed in tho hands of a roceiver 
against their will. ,

This way of 
turning out factory mado work is directly 
contrary to tho Japanese artistic instincts, 
but they aro quick to tako advantago of any 
new way to make money, and tho tawdry 
-cheap pottery and glaring colors that aro 



usually sent to tho American continent aro 
tho result.

Apropos of tho work now going on at 
Clover Point, to adapt that onco more — with 
all its disadvantages—for uso as a military 
rifle range, in default of any suitable ground 
being available, the remarks of General Her- 
bert at tho meeting of the Dominion Rifle 
Assooiatiou last week aro interesting. Tho 
General, speaking of tho introduction of tho 
Martini-Metford rifle, of which he said he 
expected to have sufficient to arm the whole 
force, pointed out that a good rifle is of 
little uso without a good shooting ground, 
and expressed tho hopo that tho matter of 
good rangea for the volunteers will t>3 
aeon to. 

Before tho Chino8o passengers for Vic- 
toria by tho atoamship Empress of Japan 
were allowed to enter the city on Tuesday 
laat, they aud all their personal effects wero 
taken chargo of by the civic authorities and 
sent out to tho suspect Btation at Rosa Bay, 
v, here each was given a bath and had all 
his clothes disinfected. This course wds 
taken by tho Mayrr as a proventivj aguinBt 
any contagious diEeaso being introduced by 
the Celestials. Speaking about tho matter 
yostorday, Mayor Toaguo aaid it was a pre- 
caution which ho proposod to continuo in 
future, aa ho ia determined to keep tho city 
free from epidemic ao long aa precautionary 
meaaurea can accompliah thia desirablo end. 

The deputation of Kaalo citizens and civic 
officials who arrived in tho city several days 
ogo with tho object of interviewing tho 
Government in respect to tho Kaslo and 
Sloaan railway — asking that it bo put on as 
favorable footing as tho Nukusp and Slo- 
cin — returned home thia morning, ovidently 
satisfied with tho outcome of their inter- 
views with Premier Davio and hia col- 
leagues. Tho membors of the deputation 
were much pleased with thoir courteous ro- 
coption and the distinct disposition Bhown 
by the Government to deal fairly and 
squarely with them. The amendment to 
the railway company's act, introduced by 
tho Government and which has juat become 
law, ia pronounced entiroly aatiafaotory, 
and conatruction will now proceed at once. 
When tho delegates loft Kaalo tho people 
there were waiting for tho asauranco that 
tho rail A'ay was a " suro go"; now that 
thoy have received tho welcomo nowa the 
burnt diatrict will bo immediately robuilt, 
much liner atructuroa in every way replac- 
ing thoao destroyed by tho tiro of a fow 
weeks ago.

Notes of Travel on the " Waninioo "- 
Matters Political iu Hawaiian 
Islands. 



Fijiaus Delighted to Be Connected 
With Canada— Encouraging 
Prospects For Trade. 

(Special to the Colonist.) 
Svd.ney, N. S. W., Maroh 15.— When 
Shakespearo made Puck say that ho would 
put a girdle round about tho earth, bo was 
but prophEaylng what would tako place in 
these latter days of mankind, for tho de- 
velopment of civilization has brought tho 
uttormoat onds of the earth oloBor togother 
than the Ikrd of Avon ever contemplated. 
It ia not bo long ago Bince, to the reaidonta of 
Britain's groat oolonica, the other portions 
of tho empire wore but mines, and nothing 
more. But now things aro changing and tho 
scattered aona of Britain, whether under 
Northern Bklos or tho Southern Cross, are 
awakening to a sonao of sympathy with each 
other whloh has been utterly laoking 
in the past. Australians are spouk- 
inq of and thinking about Canada ; and 
the eyes of Canadians have been turned to 
their fellow subjects in the great nation 
growing up in the Southern hemisphere. 
And it baa all come about within tho last 
year or ao. It ia not too much to Bay that 
tho inauguration of the steamship service 
batween Canada and the Auatralasian colon- 
ies has dono more to draw the two great 
oolonies of the British empire closer togother 
than any othor atop Bince tho right of Bolf- 
governmont was given to the colonies. 
Everywhere one goes hero, expressions of 
friendship towards Canada aro hoard, 
oupled with the utmoat doBire for tho es- 
tablishmont of better trade relations botwoen 
the two oountrica. 

Tho R.M.3. Warrimoo, of the Canadian- 
Australian steamship lino, is commanded 
by Captain Herbert Perry, a thorough eea- 
man and gentleman, who ia aaaistod by as 
courteoua a company of offioers aB waa ever 
gathered togothor. Life on tho Warrimoo 
leaves little to bo desired in tho way of oom- 
fort and Bocial enjoymont. Her last trip 
from Vancouver was an unusually rough 
one, stormy weather being encounterod for 
tho whole of tho first week, but, neverthe- 
less, eho lost no time and arrived in Sydney 
sharp on the s:hedu!o. Among her passen- 
gers wero several who had gone " home " 
via tho Suez canal, and who could, there- 
fore, compare the conditions of comfort upon 
the two routes. All wore unanimous in de- 
claring that the Canadian route was muoh 
to be preferred, not only from the point of 
creature comfort, but alao because it 
gave the traveller on opportunity to 
break the monotony of the ocean jour- 
noy and see something of Britain's 
greatest colony. There ia none of the un- 
pleasant heat which la met on the Suez 
route ; blankets can be used with comfort 
nearly all tho time, and tho accommodation 
provided ia quite equal to that of Bteam- 
Bhips which go by the older lino of travel. 
Consequently there is no need for despond- 
ency aa to the success of tho Canadian- 
Australian line so far as passenger travel ia 
concerned. The traveller leaving Sydney 
by these boats can bo landed in London 
nearly a week in advance of him who braves 
the uleo6n:f?r ta °l tu0 Sea, and at the 
same time enjoy tho novelty of a ? r 'P across 
the Dominion. It is, Indeed, only a question 
of time before most of the mails to and from 
Great Britain will be sent by this lino, 
Wuiia there ia no doubt whatevor that it is 
the linn which will attract most of tho tour- 
ist traffic in the very near future. 

The journoy is broken twice, the vessel 
stopping several hours both at Honolulu 
and Suva (Fiji). Both of theso places 
poBseBB considerable intereat to tho Canadian 
traveller, not only by reason of thoir 
pic'ureEqueness, but also In view of the 
possibility of developing trade botweon 
them and the Dominion. Speaking first of 
Honolulu, it must bo Baid that tho passen- 
ger on tho Warrimoo left there with a 
much different opinion of tho political situa- 
tion to that which they had provious to 
their visit. They had been led to boliovo 
that the inhabitanta of Honolulu and the 
Maude generally were red-hot for annexa- 
tion to tho United States; they found tho 
public sentiment to bo largely tho other 
way. They were told that the Provisional 
Government poeBoasod the confidence of tho 
people; they found many former sympa- 
thisers hostile to the usurpers of power and 
the maj -rity of the natives moat anxious for 
the restoration of tho deposed Queen. They 
had been told that tho Americans poaaeaaed 
the chief finacci.il and business internets in 
the Islands; they learuod that tho 
American population numbora 1,028, C37 of 
whom aro voters. Tho British citizens 
uggregate 1,344, of whom 505 aro voters, 
thua showing that in proportion to their 
numbora they have a far greater intoraat in 
the islands than tho Yanks. The Pertu- 
rb ueoo aro the preponderating foreign ele- 
ment in tho islands, numbering P.C02, but 
only 2,091 are votera. Tho Germane num- 
ber 1,434, with 382 votera. But even ahould 
all the foreigners oombino, which ia most 
unlikely, their votos would not equal those 
of tho natives, who number 8,777 olectora 
out of a total of 13,593. 

Of course Canudiuns ,<re euro to bo found 
in Honolulu, for go whoro you will you are 
Buro to discover a con of tho Dominion. 
They naturally side with tho opponents of 
tho Provisional Government) who Bcem 
to the caBual obaerver to be carrying on a 
perfect system of reprosaion and torrori8m 
of tho nutivca. One of theao Canadians 
spoke about the possibility of enlargod 
trado botwecn tho Dominion and the 
Islands. Ho lookod upon tho recant 
embroglio as likely, in tho ond, to 
benefit Canada, for it was hie opinion that 
tho action of tho Americana would so change 
tho tempor of the people that they would 
not continue tho reciprocal treaty with the 
U. S. Thia treaty givea Amoricana practi- 
cal control of all tho foreign trado of Ha- 
waii, and rondera it almost impossible for 
any other nation to compoto with profit in 
the Ialand market. It givea free entry to 
practically ovory articlo which Canada 
could supply, bo that tho extension of trade 
ia doubtful under proeent conditions, for it 
would bo impossible to pay tho 10 per cent, 
duty und compoto with freo goods from tho 
Statos at a profit. Deepito thia, howevor, 
British Columbia managed last year to Bond 
$25,159 worth of goode to Honolulu, princi- 
pally timber and prcaorved fish, and thero is 
no doubt could developo a very largo trade 
with thelslandri should thero bo a change of 
tariff, which, as s'.atod boforo. is not un- 
likely. As it ia, tho inauguration of tho 
steamship service to and from Vancouver 
has been of benefit already and may yet re- 
sult in considerable development. 

But if the condition of things ia not pro- 
mising at Hawaii, it ia very different ut 
Fiji; thero the nov steamship sorvico bus 
been hailed with thl'gV by the resident?, 
who are by fta moans, brought within 30 
days of Liadon, instead of three months 
distant m was former y the ease Already 
lite Bctthb pwt ifiicjhns decided that I bo 



maila to and from Fiji shall be carried by 
the Canadian-Australian steamers, and this 
in itself ia bnund to developo considerable 
business which must come aoroes Canada. 
Thero may bo doubts as to the truth of the 
saying that trado follows the (1 ig, but there 
can be none as to the fact that trade fol- 
lows tho mail service. The Warrimoo put 
in at Suva for the first timo on this trip, the 
quarantine regulations, which are very 
Btriot, having prevented any of the steamers 
calling there before. The reault waB Batis- 
faotory, a largo shipment of banauas bi'ing 
loaded for Sydney, and nn engagement 
mado for a goodly cargo of fruit for tho re- 
turn trip to Canada. Tho ateamors havo 
mot with eomo dolay in the past owing to 
tho absence of a lighthouse on the island of 
Wailagilala, but this will bo obviated in 
future, a beacon being now in course 
of erection there. The Fiji group affords a 
aplendid opportunity for tho development of 
Canadian trado. The ialanda number about 
200, of which 80 aro inhabited, the totul 
population being 121,180. They aro prob- 
ably the most fertilo of any of the Pacific 
ialands, producing excellent raw sugar, fruit, 
cotton, tobacco and tea. The Bugar ia de- 
clared by exports to equal any produced in 
the world; tho growth of cotton and tobacco 
ia being rapidly extonded; while there ia a 
conatant supply of fresh fruit all tho year 
round. Thus the islands can supply raw 
materials of value to Canadian munufactur 
era, as well as furnishing a plentiful and 
abnormally cheap supply of bananas, melons 
and other ti opic il fruit. In return thero is 
a market, for many Canadian articles. At 
present the bulk or the trado is dono with 
(ireat Britain, thu goods being shipped to 
Sydney or N >w Z aland and thenco tran 
shitiued. 

I o only p q'lirea a combination of Can- 
adian enterprise and ieus«nable freight 
rales for the wholu of the market to belong 
to the Dominion Cottons aro in great do- 
mand, tho native dress, slender though it 
bo, consisting solely of this Btaple. Agri 
cultural implements, now mostly supplied 
by American firms, should bo sold by (Jan 
adiaus, for tho American goods have to bo 
brought to Sydney and Bent back to Suva, 
whilo the Canadian article could bo Bent di- 
rect. Cened'uns should also bo ublo to do 
well in wearing apparel, biscuits, blacking, 
boots and shoea (of a light description), can- 
dles, buggies, carts and wagons, cheese, 
drapery, drugs, flour, rice, hardware, whiB- 
key, rough timber, doors, and 8aahea, whilo 
thoro ia practically an unlimited demand 
for preserved meats and dried fish. Tho 
tariff ia a very moderate one and thero iB 
every prospect that the Government of tho 
colony will more than meet half wuy any 
action of tho Ottawa authorities to facili- 
tate trade between tho islands and tho Do- 
minion. If Canada were to place the pro- 
ducts of Fiji on the freo list — they are all 
raw materials— there is good reason to be- 
lieve that tho Island Government would 
give differential treatment to Canadian 
manufacturers. 



GENERAL MINERS' STRIKE. 

Over Two Hundred Thousand Minora to Cease 
Work In U. 8. Coal Mines. 

Columbus, O , April 12 — Tho National 
Miners' Convention yesterday afternoon re- 
solved on a gonoral strike on April 21, with 
another resolution authorizing tho National 
executive committee to declare a similar 
Busponsion of work at any time during the 
year, if tho first strike does not secure the 
deBired effect. President MuBrido appointed 
a committee to report a Bcale of wage upon 
which the organization will stand 
in tho fight. It is almoBt certain 
that this will bo an inoreaso over 
that of one year ago, when 70 
Gents per ton for straight mining in the 
Hocking Valley was mado tho basis, with 
tho established differentials for all the dif- 
ferent mining regions and methods of min- 
ing. Tho basis will probably be 75 cents for 
tho next year. Tho convention olected tho 
following officors : John McBrido, Ohio, 
President; P. S. Panna, Pennsylvania, vice- 
president; P. A. McBride, Ohio, Secrotary- 
Treasurer. It is claimed that in this strike 
over 200,000 men will cease work and 
double that number in associated industries 
will be affected. The organization controls 
all tho labor engaged in mining bituminous 
coal in tho United States and covers the 
states of Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Tennrsppo, Ohio, Iowa, Missouri, 
Kansas and Colorado.

It is to tho stago that wo 
look for tho nowest and prettiest of all 
our fashions and to tho actresses for 
tusto in the choice and grnco in tho 
wearing of them. I am afraid I lost 
sight for a timoof tho noblo object they 
are working for in my instinct as a 
gatherer of now styles, and I made men- 
tal noto of somo gowns that woro thoro 
and hope that tho kind hearts of the 
wearers will pardon this breach of faith 
on my part. Tho fact is that ovory 
gown was a model of quiet, good tasto, 
and thero was not a point out of har- 
mony among tho packed mass of femi- 
ninity there.

Working Women Oppose a Hill Shortening 
Their Hours of Labor. 

A curious delegation visited Albany 
not long since. It was composed of men 
and women both, and their object was 
to petition the legislature not to pass tho 
law shortening the hours of women and 
minors in mercantile houses. Tho dele- 
gation appeiu-ed especially in tho inter- 
ests of the women dry goods clerks. 
Representatives of tho most influential 
merchants in New York appeared, ask- 
ing that tho law be not passed. Ono 
young woman who now receives a salary 
of $4,000 said sho had begun as a cash 
girl in tho house ill which sho still is, 
and her pay was then $1.75 a week 
Sho and the other women clerics testified 
that none of them desired tho shortened 
hours proposed by tho bill They did 
not think the present hours of labor in- 
jured their health. Of course, thero is 
no argument in this, when it is remem- 
bered that the girls depend for their 
bread on tho firms that hire them at tho 
present hours, but it is n fact that among 
them wero tho employees of houses known 
throughout tho city for tho courtesy and 
kindliness they show to their clerics. 
The real argument against the ontrago 
proposed was merely touched on by ono 
of the delegation. Ho said that it was 
unconstitutional to limit tho civil rights 
of women, and so it is. Further, that 
the measure was in the nature of pater- 
nalism. So it is. Tho real injustice 
consists in the fact that tho bill proposes 
to limit the hours of labor for women 
while it leaves the hours of men in com- 
mercial houses just as they aro. Tho 
effect would inevitably be to cut down 
the already too small wages of women 
and drive them out of employment. 
Thoso kindly philanthropists and good 
old ladies who ride about in their car- 
riages trying to moke the law shorten 
the hours of women who do not want 
them shortened do not know what they 
are talking about. They havo more zeal 
than senso or information. If their bill 
becomes a law, will these good old la- 
dies of both sexes make up to tho wom- 
en out of their own pockets the wages 
lost by tho shortened hours? That is 
the true test of their philanthropy. It 
is to be fervently hoped that as time 
goes on the hours of labor for both men 
and women workers will be shortened. 
But it must be done by the lowering of 
tho price of industrial products. To 
stop women from -working while men 
are permitted to go on is a legal outrage. 

In tho present campaign for woman 
suffrage in New York the thing that 
pleases mo most is the great number of 
young ladies — pretty and accomplished 
ones, too — that havo taken it up. The 
most beautiful girl I know, and one 
who wears handsome and artistic gowns, 
is circulating a suffrage petition. It 
shows that what aro commonly called 
"womanly" women at last see tho need 
of the ballot for their sex. All women 
of intelligence as well as all men of in- 
telligence see that need 

Mrs. Cora Stuart Wheeler of Boston, 
who is highly commended as a lecturer 
by Edward Everett Hale, Hezokiah But- 
terworth and others, has a lively reper- 
tory of subjects this season. Among 
her topics are " Victor Hugo at Homo," 
"My Neighbor's Noso and Chin," "Au- 
thors Whom I Havo Known," "A Man 
or Two With a Habit or Two" and "A 
Spanish Afternoon." 

Mrs. Rollin M. Squire is instructor 
in horsemanship at tho Gentleman's 
Riding club in New York city. Sho 
teaches tho members' wives and daugh- 
ters how to ride. Mrs. Squlro has won 
first prize in horsemanship 10 times. 

Mrs. Mary Loaso says that when sho 
stopped in Chicago on her way east six 
lecture managers wanted her. Ono do- 
sired to engage her for 1,000 lectures. 

Miss Mary Frances Billington is mak- 
ing a tour of India for tho London Daily 
Graphic, reporting for that paper tho 
moral and material improvement in tho 
condition of Indian women in recent 
years. 

At tho samo time that sho docs not 
lovo man any the less woman should 
lovo justico and liberty for her own uex 
more.

SEALING REGULATIONS. 



Seattle, April 12 — An effort will bo 
mado to get tho army started for Washing- 
ton, D.C., on April 24, and tho officers hopo 
to arrange with the railroad company for a 
train of eight or ten box cars, each fitted up 
to accommodate sixty men, and to pay $100 
a day for tho uao of the train, tho engine 
and the crew. It ia ostimatod that the trip 
will tako ton days, so that the cost at this 
rate would bo §1,000 exclusive of provisions. 
Partial arrangements havo baen mado for a 
ball and entortainmont to bo given at 
Armory hall on April 21 for the benefit of 
the army, and it it hoped to raise a good 
part of the money required. 

Many have said they wou'd bo ready to 
give $5 or $ 10 to assist tho army and the 
outlook is that the Soattlo army will have 
leaa trouble in getting to Washington than 
tho army which started from San FranoiBoo. 
Oiie thing th>it ia noticeable in the crowd of 
men eeen ac tho barracks, is that thoro 
fceeiim to be a lotul nb-enoo of tho hobo ole- 
meet. Many men whose positions in life 
hove been above the Uborer may now be 
seen in llio ranks of the industrial army. It 
ia [imposed to provide for llio families of 
ni rrled men who j >in tho rmjks, so that 
thf v imy not fulftr during ih-j absence of 
thtir buabauda and fatherB. 

Tho army is governed in thorough mili- 
tary stylo In all things, although the gov- 
ernment lias not boon reduced to quite aa 
fine a point an it will ha within a few daya. 
So far five companies of from 40 to 50 men 
havo been n«-T»niz8d, and tho sixth is now 
being organized. At tho meal hours, 9 a.m. 
and o p.m., tho mon report to their several 
captains and are fed in order. As soon as 
one company iB through tho captain con- 
ducts it out of the restaurant, and before 
tho seoond company enters a now Bet of 
rations aro placed on tin plates. Tho men 
answer to roll call, and no stragglers aro 
allowod in the mess room. The captainB 
report to Marshal F. M. Potter, who in turn 
rcporta to General Commander Sbopard. 

Mr. Burke, representing tho Industrial 
army of North Yakima, visited tho Seattle 
army to see what arrangements for trans- 
portation could be made. Ho said that if 
the Seattle army intended going over tho 
Northern Pacifio there woro 200 men in 
North Yakima that would liko to go with 
them, but if they were going over somo 
other line, they would not travel together. 
Tho badge consists of a miniatnre American 
flag, with a whito strip aorosa its face, upon 
which iB printed the words " Industrial 
army." 

POPULIST PEFFER'S KEMEDY. 

How Ho Proposes to Find Employment for 
All Who Have No Work to Do. 

Washington, April 12 —Tho Populist 
Senator from Kuhbib, Mr. Pefifer, delivered 
in tho Senato chamber to-day tho third part 
of his speech on tho Tariff bill. Among other 
statements ho declared that if Congress was 
not bo hampered with constitutional restric- 
tions it could place within tho handa 
of tho President before thirty days 
a bill that would provide employment 
for all. Tho making of good roads he 
would leave to the people of tho immediate 
neighborhoods, but ho would start two rail- 
roads, one from the Atlantic to the Paoifio 
and one from tho Great Lakes to tho Gulf. 
Ho would set all unemployed men at work 
and pay them good wages. Then, ho 
thought, tho dark clouds would roll away 
he dissipated as tho morning mist. 

DERBY ON CANADA. 

The Late Governor-General Believes the Do- 
minion Will Prosper in a Manner Not 
Equalled. 

Lord Derby speaking at Liverpool said: 
Although cortain classes of timber had been 
cruelly thinned in Canida, there were vaBt 
foreBta still awaiting thoao who know how 
to uao them. With regard to agricultural 
produce, he almost hesitated to form an 
opinion as to the competition tho homo farm- 
era would havo to contend witli ia the future. 
This great industry only rtquired develop- 
ment. Tho Government, liko most colonial 
governments, had encouraged this industry, 
and ho believed that before many yearB 
Canada would develop in a manner possibly 
not (quailed. Numerically tho United 
States was ahead, but in all that concorntd 
the ossontial well-being of a country, Canada 
would increase equally and rapidly, and will 
certanly be filled by a liner uud hardier poo-

Eavl Khnberlpy Declares the Paris 
Award to Have Beiii 
Satisfactory. 

Lord Salisbury Endorses This View, 
But Admits the Regulations 
Are Not Perfect. 

London, April 12.— Tho Earl of Klmbor- 
loy, in moving the second roading of tho 
Behring Soa bill in tho House of Lords to- 
day, trucod tho history of the seal liBherioa 
dispute from its beginning down to tho Paris 
award, tho result of which, he said, waB sat- 
isfactory. Emeoially satisfactory wbb the 
decision declaring that tho seizures woro in 
principle illegal, and, in consequenco of the 
deoision, that tho claims of British aubjeote 
for compensation would havo to bo met. 
He was now able to make tho an- 
nouncement that us soon aa tho legis- 
lation of the award shall bo completed 
a convontion would beentored into between 
Great Britain and tho United States for tho 
settlement of such claims. He wbb satis- 
fied that it was tho intention, bom of a 
Btrong dosiro, on tho part of the United 
States to carry out tho provisions of the 
award, and Groat Britain was equally de- 
termined to fulfil her obligations. The bill, 
ho said, practically ended the controversy 
in a mannor highly honorablo to both na- 
tions. ( Jhoero.) 

Lord Salisbury Baid ho was auro that tho 
House deBired to pasB tho bill as quickly aa 
possible. Great Britain had great reason to 
congratulate herself on tho result of tho 
award. His Lordship paid a high tributo 
to the memory of Lord Hunnen, who he 
said wub tho man who had taken tho moBt 
distinguished part in tho settlement. Lord 
Hannon had belonged to no party; but he 
had fulfilled to tho greatest degree tho high 
ideal of a British judgo. Concerning the 
award Lord Salisbury Baid ho did not 
desiro to say much. It was In his opinion 
advisable to discuss tho details of the 
award, but it was a matter of gratification 
that they had como to an honorablo ending 
of a Berious controversy. It would havo 
been horrible and at the samo timo grot- 
esque and absurd, if on such a matter two 
great and kindred nations should havo been 
plunged into the horrors of modern war. It 
would havo oven been absurd if no agree- 
ment had been attained making it potftotly 
certain that tho natural species over which 
the two countries had disputed had 
not been secured against extinction. Tho 
regulations of tho award were not porfoct, 
and there still remained somo matters upon 
which questions might bo raised, but they 
were far better than a coolness between 
the two nations and tho disuppearanco of 
the seals. If there were any points of tho 
regulations oapablo of improvement, they 
would bo diooovered in the courso of experi- 
ence and adjusted. Under such circum- 
stances it waa needloss to delay tho legisla- 
tion to which the Amorican Congress had 
alroady consented. (Cheers.)

A DESERVED COMPLIMENT. 

The Administration of Law In lirltish C'ol- 
uiiihln a Cnnso of Provincial l'rldc. 

A correspondent residing in tho city and 
writing over tho name of "Jmtioo," pays 
Superintendent of Polico F. S. Husscy and 
tho department under hia direction a high 
and at the same time well-merited compli- 
ment— In which tho public of British Col- 
umbia will fully concur. Ho says : 

" 1 see by your papers of Wednesday and 
this morning that another dark crime — the 
Suvary Island murder — is apparently on the 
ove of solution. It seemed for a long timo to 
bo shrouded in impenotrablo mystery, but 
this only increased tho vigilance of tho efli- 
cora of tho law. For montliB they worked 
persistently in black darkness, through 
which the light now appears to bo 
breaking. It certainly is a matter 
for congratulation on tho part of tho peoplo 
of British Columbia that tho important de- 
partment of police ia jn tho hapdij of bo 
o:iUible energetic an offiola! as Mr. 

Hussey ; his appointment showed Premier 
Duvia and hia co'leagues to have tho re- 
quirements of the country beforo their 
eyes, and to be vigilant in securing the 
best men for tho business of the public. 

" Compare tho administration of justice 
in British Columbia with its enforcement 
elsewhere and tho comparison is certainly 
pleasing for ua to contemplate. Since 
Superintendent Hussey assumed his duties, 
tho SLato of California hai been contiuuully 
disturbed by troubles arising among dis- 
contented seamen and Builors, which com- 
menced just about tho time that tho crew of 
thentcamer Bawumore weroboklly kidnapped 
at Nimiimo. In California tho anarchical 
sniloro still continue their illegal acts with 
little fear of the law or ita guardians; in 
British Columbia they were brought up 
with a Bharp turn, and are now learniog 
wisdom from their exporiencea in tho Provin- 
cial penitentiary. 

"In California, Evans and Soutag roceutly 
inaugurated a reign of outlawry, mado pos- 
sible by tho puerile efforts of the police, and 
wero Boon lionized by a sensation-loving 
public, thoir ultimata capture costing more 
thun ono valuable life; on Read island, in 
thia Province, Ben. Konnedy killed John 
Connor, and forthwith declared himBelf a 
'bad man ' and an outlaw, not to bo taken 
by any police at tho Province's command 
Superintendent Hussey and a amall party 
wont to hia stronghold, arrested him with- 
out a shot being fired, and brought him to a 
court of British justice, from which ho 
passed to tho penitentiory, thero to spend 
tho romaindcrof his days. 

" Sin Franciaco'e polico, a little army of 
well-paid mon, are still vainly searching for 
a solution of tho MeWhirtor mystery; at 
Huntington, B C , moro rocontly, a crimo 
was committed offering oven moro Blendor 
ovidence in itself for tho polico to work up 
on— yet for tho murder of John Marshall of 
Huntington, Albert J. Stroobol suffered 
death on January .'!0 last. 

" These and hulf a dozen equally perti- 
nent cases, the prompt (suppression of tho 
Kitkatla Indian difficulty in its inoiplency, 
for example, amply demonstrate tho keen 
»ptitudo"for his position, tho indomitablo 
determination to aeo justice done to all, and 
tho conscientiousness of Superintendent 
Hussey. Nor must all tho crodit bo given 
him, though to him a great moasuro bolongB; 
ho ia an official of tho Attorney General^ 
department, and in every 'big cbbo 1 
no doubt tho Premier plays a promi- 
nont part. No ono has aa yot had tho 
temerity to 'insinuate' that his administra- 
tion of justice is fUvored with politics or 
aught else but j.ight and tho law." 

" Experiment! With Dynamite." 

Rome, April 12 —Two anurchista were 
arrested hero lust ovening for having in 
thoir posooEsion a heavily oharged bomb. 
The police believo they intended to oxplod* 
it in the Chamber of Deputies, Tho prison- 
ers said the bomb waa for the purpoao of 
making an experiment. 



PREFERENTIAL TARIFFS. 

Col. Howard Vincent's Argument In Favor of 
Trade Detwcen Great brltriln and 
Her Colonies. 

(From tho Toronto Empire.) 

Spoaking in tho British House of Com- 
mons on March 12, Colonel Howard Vin- 
cent, who ropreaonta Central Sheffield, 
moved an amendment to the address urging 
that tho agricultural and trade depression, 
tho want of employment for artisanB and 
labororB, and tho influx of pauper aliens call 
for the immediate attention of tho Imperial 
Parliament. His review of tho condition of 
commercial aflairs, necessarily of a very 
gloomy character, as well as tho present 
serious atato of thinga in tho industrial cen- 
tres of Britain, was nothing new to the 
Houso of Commons, nor aro . the facta 
scarcely lees familiar to tho readero of tho 
Cunadian presa, who aro intelligent observ- 
ers of old country problems. But what can- 
not bo uninteresting thero and hero waB 
Colonel Howard Vincent's striking argu- 
ment in favor of tho remedy for home de- 
pression, of preference to trado from 
Canada, Australia, South Africa, and other 
partB of the limpiro. 

Tho argument was striking because of its 
opportuneness in view of tho present Can- 
adian- Australian movement for closer rela- 
tions with Britain, und tho great undertak- 
ings for the benefit of commerce within the 
Empire which aro part of that movement, 
and which concern not only Canada and 
Australia, but the Mother Country aa well, 
and perhaps in a moro important sense. 
Colonel Howard Vincent mentioned the faat 
that just now Ministerial repreeentativea of 
Australia aro in London laying beforo the 
Government distinct propoBitiona to take 
nieiisurca to develop imperial trado along 
tho linoa he waa referring to. 
He mentioned tho propoaitiona held 
out by tho Dominion Government to- 
wards tho same end, and he stated also that 
tho Capo Government waB well di«pooed to- 
wards tho question. Tho othor day, said 
tho speaker, the President of tho Board of 
Trade of Toronto pointed out the advantage 
which the imposition of a slight preferential 
tariff would afford to tho culonicB and also 
to the manufacturers of Great Britain. 
Colonel Howard Vincent went farther than 
tho President of tho Toronto Board of Trado, 
and declared that this industrial matter lay 
at tho very root of tho social happinoss und 
commercial prosperity of England, Oue 
thing that la immediately certain is thiB, 
that Colonel Howard Vincent's manly and 
indefatigable work will not bo lacking of 
wide appreciation.
